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|Raduc'd, circumvented, and at la ft 
betray 'd ; bereft of every Con- 
folation, fave that of confcious 
Integrity, and a diftant Hope de- 
rived therefrom : I take this Me- 
thod of fubmitting royfelf to the 
Determination of the Public, in confidence 
of obtaining a Sentence agreeable to its ufual 
Candour, and fuitable to my own Defewings, as 
they fliall occur in the fubfequent Narrative. 

When it (hall appear what a Combination 
of fubtle Machinations, Decoys, falfe Profef- 
fioni, malicious Whifpers, loud Revilings, and 
every other Effort of perfidious Craft, have been 
form'd againft me j the Wonder will be, not that 
fuch Practices exilt, but that they fhould all be ex- 
ercifed to ruin a poor unhappy Stranger, who 
had nothing to oppofe fuch a League of Vil- 
lany, but that Refolution and Perfeverance which 
flows from innate Honefty, and the little Merit 
I apprehend belongs to me ; which, I believe, 
will appear to every impartial Perfon, to have 
been the Source of all my Misfortunes. 

I am too well apprized of many Irregula- 
rities in my Conduct fince I left America, to 
expect the World mould pafs them over with- 
out Cenfure ; I am confcious of Imprudence in 
too many Actions : Therefore, when I would 
endeavour to palliate any Indifcretions I have 
committed, I would not be thought an obftinate 
Defender of them. After all the Fads are fair- 
ly ftated, and every Circumftance impartially 
confider'd ; I hope it will then be manifest to 
the difcerning World, that by acting as if/a fair 
and ufeful Caufe mult needs meet with Succefs, 
my Affairs became fo embarraffed, as not to be 
recovered by a regular. Plan. 

When firit I arrived in London from America, 
I had but very little Experience of the World, 



and made no doubt of finding fome great Man 
who would take a Pleafure to patronize and re- 
commend me ; becaufe of the undeniable Cre- 
dentials I brought of the extenfive Ufefulnefs 
of a Difcovery I made in that Country : My 
Inexperience alfo prevented my fufpe&ing the 
leaft Oppofition, or Apprehenfion of any thing 
but a fair and candid Reception, in a Country fo 
polite and learned as Britain. Thus was I in- 
advertently plung'd into Difficulties before I well 
knew where I was, and drew upon me Enemies 
before I knew the Men. 

The Britijh Colonies in America are attacked 
once every Year with an epidemic Difeafe, that 
generally begins fome Time in Q3ober to in- 
vade moft Parts of the Country, and continues 
to ravage till the middle or end of April ; a 
Difeafe fo mortal, that it generally cut off in 
that fpace of Time two Thirds of the Inhabi- 
tants who were attack'd with it, or a fourth 
Part of the whole in thofe Counties where it 
raged moft. This Diftempcr engaged for fome 
Years the particular Attention of the Phyfical 
Gentlemen in Virginia, and employ'd them in 
endeavouring to difcover the true Nature and 
Caufe of it. Various were their Opinions, and 
as different their Methods of Cure ; but the 
Refult of all their ingenious and painful Enqui- 
ries were equally unfuccefsful ; for their Fame 
and Reputation, however fecure they had thought 
it, generally terminated with their Patients 
Lives. 

The fame Hopes of raifing my Character in 
the Phyfical World, engaged me too in the fame 
Caufe : Befides, I thought it was difhonourable 
in one who was entrulled with the Health 
and Lives of his Fellow Creatures, to fit down 
with his Arras a-crofs before fuch a mournful 
Scene, and to be the idle Spectator cf their 
A 2 Deaths. 
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Deaths, In my Enquiries into the Nature and 
Cure of this Difeafe, I induflrioufly threw afide 
all Prejudices in Favour of this or that Theory, 
renounced every id'e Hypotbc/is, which I thought 
only ferved to amufe the Imagination, bewilder 
the Judgment, and miflead the young Practi- 
tioner with a gawdy Shew of Reafoning, in his 
Refearches after Nature. 

I employed my Time, therefore, in accurate- 
ly obferving and marking down every Pheno- 
menon and Ci cum'hnce, as they occurred in the 
difFerent Stages of the Diftcmper, till I had pro- 
vided myfeif with a confiderable Number of 
Cafes ; and by daily comparing the Symptoms 
of one Patient with thofe of another, the diffe- 
rent Symptoms of the fame Patient, and by rea- 
foning upon them accordingly, Nature, always 
favourable to a proper Enquiry into her Secrets, 
began to open herfelf to my View, and the 
more follicitous and fteady I fhewed myfe 'ft fhe 
was equally eafy and acceffible. Thus I con- 
tinued my Application till I had fcrew'd the Se- 
cret out of her ; and could my Succefs recom- 
mend the fame Conduct to' Men cf fuperior 
Learning and Genius, I dare fay wc fhould have 
Jefs Realbn to complain of Nature being clofe 
minded, and tenacious of her Secrets, tho' a 
great deal more to bewail our own Folly and 
Wilfulnefs. 

As foou as I had difcovered the Nature of 
this Difeafe, I went to confult the Materia Me- 
dica, that overgrown and complicated Monfter, 
which has lb long fed and fattened itfelf under 
the Protection too of our fo/emn medicinal Qua- 
lity, at the Expence of our Pockets ; and, for- 
give me, ye Modern JEfculapii, if I fhould fay 
of our Lives too : But after I had tortured it 
again and again, and quite tired myfeif, I could 
not fqueeze out fo much as would anfwer my 
Purpofe. Seeing I had difcovered the true Na- 
ture and Caufe of this mortal Dillemper, which 
I looked upon as the better half of my Task, 
I was unwilling to give entirely up by making 
a Stop there : 1 was convinced Nature was too 
kind and benevolent to entail an incurable Dif- 
eafe upon Mankind, and if her Cures were fome- 
times a Secrtt, it was always owing to our 
Want of Sagacity and Induitry, never to her 
Want of Care and Concern for us ; 'twas not fhe 



who was improvident 1 , but we who were blinJ 
or capricious, which is too cf.en the Cafe, In 
Confidence, therefore, of finding out this Cure, 
I bent my Studies much that way, and was at 
la ft amply rewarded for my Pains. 

The Senekka Indians, who had been at Wat 
to the Southward of Virginia, with a Nation 
called the Catavjbaa Indians, in the Year 1712, 
being- harra fled and fatigued in theirMarch home, 
communx.it.'J to a Planter in the Frontiers the 
furpizing Efficacy of the Rattle-Snake Root, in 
Conhderation cf fome Affiftance and Refresh- 
ment on their Journey. Jf a Perfon is bit by a 
Rattle-Snake, this Root will prevent Death, if 
immediately taken; a Bite otherwife fo mortal, 
that the unhappy Patient feldom efcapes Death, 
which follows it very cften in fifteen Mmqce?, 
fometimes fooner, and at ether Times in fome 
Hours or Days ; which Difference proceeds from 
the Part bit, and from the Seafon of the Year 
which governs the Activity of that Viper's 
Venom. 

I cannot fay whether I was more pleafed or 
furprized with this Account. After ruminating 
again and again upon a Phanofnenon fo ftrange," 
I could not help thinking an efficacious and fo 
fovereign a Medicine, mnft alfo be an extenfive 
one ; I took the firft Opportunity, therefore, 
of narrowly obferving the different Symp- 
toms of every Perfon J could fee, who had the 
Misfortune to be bit by this poifonous Viper ; 
and on comparing them with thofe I had be- 
fore obferved in Patients labouring under the 
epidemic Fever of America, I found fo near an 
Analogy between them, as tempted me to make 
an Experiment*; tho' I took care to try it 
the firft Time upon a Patient incurable by all 
Practice I had feen.

Durng the Space of a ft:w Months after, I.' 
made a great many Experiment?, and received 
as many Affurances of its Efficacy in this mortal 
DifLmper ; and if I loft four or five Patients

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in a hundred, which was the moft I ever did 
after this Difcovery, I blamed my Want of 
more Skill as fevereiy, as formerly I ufed to 
boaft of it, when I had faved four or five def- 
perate Patients from Death in the fame Dif- 
eafe. 

Now I faw myfelf the fole Proprietor of the 
moft valuable Medicine that ever yet had been 
difcovered. I found myfelf able to ftand my 
Ground, and cope with thoie old Practitioners, 
who had all along looked down upon me with 
a mean jealous Sneer, and took every little Op- 
tunity of blaftmg my Reputation and Charafter 
with the Gentiemen of the Colony. Such 
Thoughts naturally fuggelt themfelves to the 
Mind of a young Man, when he thinks himfelf 
wrong'd : But when I had reflected more calm- 
ly, and honeftly weighed every Confequerce, I 
concluded that perfonal Pique, or Self-Intereft, 
however common a Reafon it might be, was at 
le-^fta very difhoneft one, for keeping fo ufeful a 
Difcovcy fecret from the World : For, 1 knew 
// this Medicine was once publifhed, and put into 
the Hards of every Perlon and Practitioner in 
America I fhould fave vaft Numbers of my 
Fellow Creatures from Death, fince it was im- 
poffible for me either to attend or adminifter to 
them al], in a Country lubj. ■& to that Difeafe, 
which extends above one Thoufand Miles from 
North to South. 

As fuch a difinterefted Piece of Conduct had 
met with my own Approbation, I never ima- 
gined but it would likewife have met with that 
of every good Man, as well as their Applaufe. 
Say then, ye generous Few ; Did I deierve to 
be branded and ftigma:ized as a Fool and Mad- 
man by the World, for confulting the Interejl 
of the World, and faenficing my own to theirs ? 
No ; I acted as you would in my Circum- 
ftances have done. Say then, ye little Genera- 
tion of Vipers j fhould I, like yon, have fuck'd 
the Blood of my Fellow-Creatures, and, like a 
Cannibal, fed myfelf with the Flefh of Man ? 
No ; tho' you have made me a poor Wretch in 
the Eyes of the World, it is not in your Power 
to make me a cruel one. But to return. 

According to my Determination, I publifh- 
ed in the Year 1736, a fhort Effay on the 
American Pleurify, with an Account of the Effi- 
cacv of this Medicine in that Diftemper, all 
proved from repeated Experience in the Courfe 
o my ex e> five Practice in that Country ; and 
ftill to communicate lb great a Benefit the more 
readily, Directions were printed in all the News-

papers of the feveral American Colonies : 
tributed Numbers of Copies of my Efay tcj 
Gentlemen, and Practitioners in Phyfic, of| 
ginia 9 and fent a Number of them to the leak 
Phyficians in London, and elfewhere in | 
tain. \ 

Hence my Reputation rofe every Day, , 
my Practice increas*d fo faft upon me, notwt 
Handing every one was Matter of my Difcov , 
that it became almoft a perfect Fatigue to 
I faw myfelf carefs'd and efteemed by the pi, 
cipal Gentlemen of the Colony, and courted: 
thofe very Men who a little before had done 1 jj 
in their Power to curb my Ambition, and) 
pull me down from the Height to which a. 
faw me climbing. Under which State of Thi l" 
this Queftion will naturally arife : What indt«[ 
me to leave Virginia? Before I anfwer ft 
Queftion, allow me to take notice of this if 
Circumftance. As I had communicated the U 
cret to the Phyfical Gentlemen, and all the Pin 
pie, my Abfence, I thought, could hurt no 111 
fon : For, having the Medicine in their Hancj 
with Directions how to ufe it, I might go whf 
I pleafed ; the Country could fuffer no Det< 
ment by my Ablence. 

In anfwer then to the Queftion, I Ittffl 
adduce one Argument, which if it feems incc 
fiftent with that Reafon true Philofophy dictate" 
Will neverthelefs be found fo nearly allied | 
human Nature, that I flatter myfelf every cm 
„did Perfon will have good Nature enougn to fo ^ 
give it, or too much Confcience to cenfure tl 
innocent Effects of a Paffion, which, in a gre^ 
er or lefler Degree, actuates all Mankind ; 
mean Ambition : Notwitnftanding I conceive \ 
is a Juftice I owe to myfelf to declare, that ^ 
was a mere Stranger to this Principe of 3<t 
tion, until the Difcoveries I made in Phyfickjj 
the Confequences of which, infpired me wifll 
Hopes of making one Day a Figure in the M d; 
cal World. 

My Views extended apace, T long'd to evinoj 
my Capacity to the politer World ; andbein;; 
impatient of manifefting my Improvemtn s tl 
thofe who were Judges of their fmpor ance, | 
muft acknowledge at the fame time I was flufhN 
With Hopes ,.f being honour'd and rewardeo 
{unable to the Dignity and Ufefulnefs of them, 
I readily grant tnis was a Piece of Van ty 
But I believe the World will allow too t w 
a laudable Motive, a-kin to that noble Emula 
tion which in every virtuous Age acquired Re 
gard and Honour, and to which we owe ti J 
B mot 



ft valuable Inventions of Life. It would be 
ally tedious and impertinent for me to U- 
rate this Affertion, efpeciaily as every Man 
confulting his own Breaft will be eafily con- 
ced of this, perhaps, difagreeabie Truth ; 
let me not detract from the Mer.cs of human 
ture, and, obfcur'd by the Fi ! m of Seif-Im- 
•fection, sxcufe rry Fellow-creatures of the ike 
feafe : Perhaps there are fome whofe Bre«fts 
I animated with a more difinterelted Flame, 
i 1 whofe Actions flow from a more divine 
i jrce. Judge me then, ye Righteous, and let him 
: )o is untainted throw the jirji Stone. 
\ Befides, what my Hopes had promjfed me 
on communicating the Virtues of this Medi- 
I le to the Phyficians in London, my Health 
; lich had been greatly impaired by the Ameri- 
n Climate, and the conftant Labour and Fatigue 
was daily obliged to fubmit to there, requir'd 
fhould come over to Britain, Upon the 26th 
June 1737, I left Virginia., and arrived in 
<ndon the Beginning of Augujl. Among the 
,-edentials I had brought over with me from 
e moft reputable Gentlemen in Virginia, I 
id Letters recommending me in the ltrongeft 
erms to the Lord IJlay, Sir Hans Sloan, Dr. 
lead, &c. A few Days after 1 waited on them, 
id delivered to each his Letters, reprefented 
1 them the Ufefulnefs of the Difcovery I had 
ade, inform'd them of my Defigns in Lon- 
•», and follicited their Influence.. All went 
noothly on; his Lordlhip feem'd to think, at 
aft told me fo, that public Services ought to* 
ive their Reward ; and the Phyficians appear 
i to applaud my Invention, and to countenance 
le Author : They honour'd me with Creden- 
als for a Doctor's Degree, in the moft reputn- 
le Way ; the Prefident then of the College 
iving- his Sanction to that Honour, by figning 
rft after an Examination ; and Dr. Mead wrote 
rongly in my Favour, to the Governor of 
'irginia, and to one of his Maj< fty's Council 
iere, who is a Gentleman diftinguiftied for his 
kbilities. 

After fuch a fair Reception, and repeated 
'romifes of their Influence and Afliftance, I ne-. 
er doubted but Things would go on and fuc- 
eed to my Wifhes. Yet, tho' the Recom- 
mendations which I had brought along with me 
rom Virginia, were warm and explicit, and no 
hing could feem more fincere than the Promifes 
if Friendfhip made roe by thofe Great Men; ltill 
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I wifned for nothing more than to 'foave an Op- 
portunity in London of convincing them farther 
of the Efficacy of. this M dicine, and confirm- 
ing them in the good Opinion they alrc.dy 
feemcd to entertain cf the Inventor. I.foon had 
the moil favourable Opportun y that could po£- 
fibiy offer. Dr Monro, Phyhcian to Bethl m 
Hofpital, hid forfevera. Months iabour'd under 
a Chronical Illnefs : He nad applied. for Advice 
to the moft eminent of the Faculty, and religi- 
oufly followed their Prefcriptions for a ;ongtime ; 
but reaping little or no Benefit from them, was 
at lait prevailed upon to intrult me with his Cure. 
I difcourfed with him firlt at Dr. Mead's Houfe, 
and after confidering the Cafe as accurately as 
I could, prefcribed him a Decoction of the Root, 
and the P wder of it, with proper Directions.

I found the Phyficians grew 
every D iy cooler in my Affair, fhifting me like 
a School-boy * from one to another, which was 
the only way they had left them to fhove me 
out altogether : For after fo many Marks of their 
pub ic Efteem and Regard, and fo many Promi- 
fes of tueir Friendfh p and Influence, it malt 
have betrayed fheir Ignorance, and expofed their 
moral Character to the honelt World, had they 
deferted me all at once. When I went to the 
great Men I found them dancing to the lame 
Tune, and myfelf like a Dog in a Dancing- 
School tofs'd about and bandied like a Tennis- 
hall from fide to fide. I was now quite tired 
and galled with riding the Great Horfe, and de- 
termin'd to give it up before my Quarter was 
quite expired. 

I had run myfelf by this time confiderably in 
Debt ; I owed near Five Hundred Pounds in 
London to 15 or 16 Creditor^, having brought 
little or no Money from Virginia, but depend* 
ing on a Sum in Britain, of which I was difap- 
pointed : About half cf what I owed, I admit 
was extravagantly fpent; and to that M^conduct 
are primarily owing the Slanders villanoufly flung.

* I was at that time a School-boy indeed in worldly Affairs, and foolUh'y bitwtd that Self-h- 
trtji mid mt flifl* the Merit of a public Caufe % 
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•gain ft my Name. My Patrons thought my 
Affairs pitifully embarrafs'd ; and I knew it 
muii take more Time to fet them to rights again 
than { co'.ild th<n fafeljr allow them. Like the 
provident Patriarch I was determin'd to fcjourn 
for t«o or three Ye-.rs in the Land of Plenty ; 
but was not fo fortunate, for at my Arrival in 
Virginia, behold there had arofe another Pha- 
raoh who knew not fofeph. 

1 apprized feverai of my Friends, (particular- 
ly Dr Mead) that I mult be obliged to return 
immediately to Virginia, in cafe I could not 
borrow a Sum to pay my Creditors, upon the 
Credit of my Profpe&s ; but finding this was 
not practicable, I begg'd and implor'd him and 
others, with all the innocent infinuating Sub- 
miflion a difappointed Stranger is Mailer of, not 
to iorget my Affair, or negleft to ufe their In- 
fluenc for me in my Ablence : They promiied, 
and I bad them farewel. 

I emb trk'd for America with a Refolution of 
addreffing thr AJfembly of Virginia, for a Reward 
of the public Services 1 had done their Country, 
that I might be able to remit my Creditors in 
London tiitir Money : But inftead of fome thou* 
fand Pounds which I had good Reafon to expect, 
One Hundred was on y voted me, by way of Ear 
neft cf 9 due Reward ; notwithstanding fome of 
the Members ftrenuoufly irfifted, that the leaft 
cou'd be given me in any fhape was One Thou- 
sand Pounds. I had experiene'd the Wor'd too 
well, to (hew myfelf telly and to fpurn at my 
Allowance, like a fretful Child when it refufes 
its Difb becaufe fcanty, or is not cooked to its 
Humour. I took it,, tho* at the fame time let 
them underltand, I thought myfelf uled unhand 
fome;y : But it was playing the Girl in good 
earnelt, begging of a Marriage after Ihe had 
been the Jilly oedulous Girl, to truft the Renegado 
with her Maidenhead. 

I oetermin'd, therefore, to come over again 
to Britain, to put my Great Friends in mind of 
their Promifes ; and as the Virginia AJfembly 
had by their Votes given me a fu , Acknow- 
ledgment of my public Setvice, tho' they had 
not duly rewarded it ; I had Hopes that the 
learned Phyficians would fecond my Application 
on tha* Evidence, to thole concerned in Govern- 
ment Affairs in Great Britain, which is the Mo- 
ther Country of the American Plantations. As 
I left America with a Relolution never to return 
again, except I mould be oblig'd to it ; fo I 
came to London with a Defign of fixing there 
for Life as the raoft proper Place I could pro- 
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pofe to confirm my Health, and at the fame j 
of fignalizing in my Proftffion. J 

A few Days after my Arrival I waited r 
my f>rmer Patrons, reminded them of t} 
Promifes, and reprefented how feafonable tj 
Compliance would be to my Situation. I * 
them, I was pretty confident the Britijh Par^ 
ment, upon proper Application, would give 1 
a Premium for the Service 1 had done their ^ 
lonies in America, if they would only vouch]? 
to countenance it. But from their Manner!? 
looking at this Propofa!, I could make a fhre^v 
Guefsat their Manner of thinking ; and co.f 
foretel my own Fate from a certain Motion,] 
a great Man's C-ne, with more Certainty A) 
a Roman Augur the Succefs of a Battle from >.

will at laft accompiifh the firlf. For my MiJ 
fortunes have taugnt me Patience, which I '00/ 
upon as the Mother of all the reft of hums, 
Virtues, as Cybele was of the Heathen Gods. 

But how fhould I prevail with my noify Crt 
ditors to piadiie the fame Pni ofophy ? Fhej 
was the Difficulty. J told them tney fhould a J 
have Draughts upon the Promife* of the PhyJ^ 
cians. and a$ foon as I was abK , fhou d tall 
care to pay them the Exchange : But they lov': 
ed their Money too well to relifh my Wi(i 
Ph\jical Air I found, was too light B-jllah fo 
a Britijh Vejfel, and a. French Ragout roo deucat 
a Morfei for aTradelm *n's Stomach. S< lonj| 
Scarcity had exhausted all my Gnnaries.; 1 law 
nothing before me but Days of Dearth ani Pe.. 
nury ; and what is the Fate of all poor Men : 
my Family multiplied, and as they multiplied/,

Now I had learned how 
eecefTary it is to become their Creature, at leaft 
m feem fo, if I defigned to make them mine. 
I made ufe of the lame Addrefs to my Credi- 
,ors, alluring them that they might fecurely de- 
fend on Payment of their refpective Debts, fo 
>oon as it was in my Power, and that I had 
[jot the lealt Intention, or the moft diftant De- 
jign of defrauding any ot them in one Farthing; 
3)ut obferved to them, that if in my prefent Si- 
luation they (hould oiftrefs me, they would de- 
iraud themfelves, by putting it out of my Power 
ao pay them, and ruin me beyond Recovery. 
[As they faw the Reafonablenefs of my Requeft, 
i;hey granted it. 

r But b fore I had failed many Leagues, the 
fogs that had hitherto obkured my Sight be- 
gan to dilperfe. I faw n y Error, but it was 
tfoo late. The Voyage I had unfortunately un- 
dertaken was long and fruitlefs ; and I found I 
had cntrufted my Fortune with a fine (howy 
'gilded Veflel, but capricious as a aarrow Sea> 
«wid as faith lefs too.

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When the Lord Cathcart was appointed Com- 
mander of his Majefly's Forces in the Weft-I n ~ 
dies y I nude no doubt, upon Application being 
made, of being nominated Pbyjician-General to 
them. I waited, therefore, upon fome of the 
Phyficians, particularly Dr. Monro, communi- 
cated my Defign, and begg'd of him to ufe his 
good Offices in my Behalf with Dr. Mead, to 
whom my Indifcretions in the Year 1737, fta d 
given remarkable Diflike of me. As it was 
left with the Pnyficiaisto recommend a Phyft% 
cian for the Expedition, they fhould find bell 
qualified, I begg'd they would impartially con- 
fider my Pretenfions, and ufe me accordingly. 
But notwithstanding Lord Catbcart t after en- 
quiring into my Character, (eemed qu te plea- 
fed that I (hould go along with him in that 
Station, another Gentleman was appointed. I 
offered then to go his Afliftant, but was alfo de- 
nied that ; without the le. ft Regard to the un- 
precedented Succefs I formerly had in curing 
the Weft India Difeafes. 

The Reader win naturally enough ask here; 
What made the Phyficians fo much my Ene- 
mies ? Mult it not be owing to (ome imprudent 
Conduct of my own, that could infpre them 
with fuch Rancour againft me? The Truth is, 
I had (poke my Mind fometimes too freely, and 
allowed my Tongue a little unfealonable Li- 
cence : I told fome Truths I (hould have con- 
cealed and wink'd at, which exafperated them 
agamlt me ; I did not pay Deference enough to 
their Practice. 

Obfequium amicos, Veritas odium parat. 

As thefe and the like depending Profpects 
had made me neglect applying my Mind to my 
Practice, it was little wonder I r in every Day 
more and more in Debt, My Creditors obferv- 
ing nothing but Dilappointment upon Difap- 
pointment, and one Misfortune treading upon 
the Heels of another, dund % teaz'd, and threat, 
ened me every Day of my Lite. I knew not 
where to turn, or what to do. Scarcely was 
there a Street in Town, but had a Rapacious 
Tyger denn'd in fome dark Corner of it, ready 
to fpring out and fallen his tenacious Claws 
upon m- . Thus 1 was at the fame Time poor 
and frit ndlefs, and scarcely beheld one diftant 
Gleam of Hope that was not oblcured imme- 
diately, by fome dark intervening Cloud ; and 
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if at any Time a few Glimpfes Teemed to dawn 
or fhine on me, it was only a deceitful Smile 
for a fhort Moment, and fet in Horror and Def- 
pair ? 

I had no Comf >rt left me, fave the peace- 
ful Confolation of a well-meaning Mind, con- 
feious it fuffered more than it deferved ; a Mind 
which could forgive lordly Oppreflion, while it 
was finking under the unfupportable Preflure of 
its «B9»Burthen ; a Mind which felt the greatelt 
Joy and Pieafure in alleviating the Pains, and 
giving Eale to the tortured Patient, and preferv- 
ing the Lives of one Part of the Creation, while 
the other was mahcioufly tearing his Reputa- 
tion to Pieces, and cruelly torturing the faireft 
Parts of his Character, to betray themfelves in 
a Lie. 

Involved in thefe Difficulties, I began to ima- 
gine, that my Schemes hitherto had been either 
extravagantly projected, or that the World was 
not the fame generous difinter( j fted Community 
I had conceived the Idea of. It is natural ior a 
Man to attribute whatever Misfortune befa s 
him, to any Thing rather than himfelf, pro- 
vided his own Reflection can fuggtft the leaft 
Shadow of Reafon to fupport his Belief. This 
was my Cafe. I was thoroughly perfuaded I 
had met with Ulage not at all adequate to my 
Deferts, and was fo chagrin'd at Mat kind, as 
inclined me to regulate my Opinion of the 
whole, from the Behaviour of tnole whom I 
had any Occaiion to know, and to refolye for 
the future to proceed with every Body upon a 
quite different Pian from that which I had firft 
laid down. 

Being informed that Mr W~~J fo celebrat- 
ed for his Pill and Drop, among the more un- 
wary-minded Part of the Town, was a Man in- 
dutlrious in purchafing medicinal Secrets, fome- 
times at a confide rable Expence ; I apprehended 
that this Difpofition, properly follicited, might 
be of confiderabie Advantage tome; at leaii, an 
immediate Shelt- r from the Tempeft of Poverty 
which feem'd then ready to burft over my Head. 
Accordingly, April 4., 74c, I waited on this 
Renowned Emperick at his Houfe in Whitehall- 
Court : No' th t I regarded the Blazon? of his 
Generoft'y, Charity, &c. fo profufely bellowed 
on him by the unthn.k ng Ivlulti'udt ; or gave 
a ny Credit to the ftupendous Cures his Emif- 
{aries fo eloquently delcribe in every Coftee- 
houfe* and Place of public Relort. No ; tho' I 
was not then fo entirely acquainted with the 
Man's real Charadler t as I have had Occafion 
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fince to difcover ; yet I was far from conclud«« 
ing him the Demi-God he was reprefented : 
And my Hopes in him were not eflabiifhed on* 
his Principle of Benevolence, but were a£iu llyf 
founded on his Attachment to a direft opp oiitn 
Motive j namely, Self-Inter eft. I was conict^ 
ous that I poffeffed Knowledge which he wanc| 
ed, and was refolved to difpofe of it to him aa 
the higheft Bidder. j 
Forgive me, Mr. W—mrf, that I enterta.; c 
fuch an indifferent Opinion of your ^^worthy I 
nefs at firft : If it lhall appear in the Sequelr 
that my Sufpicions were unjuft ; no Man wil 
be mire ready than me to make a fuit.tble Ac' 
knowledgment, and atone for this Indignity, b" 
my future Refpeft. But if, on the contrary 
Fads (hall ariie, not only to corroborate tho|| 
my Sentiments ; but aifo evince you highf 
favoured in my Thoughts when I concejv^ 
no worfe of you : If Truth fh.aU prove to 
lefs your Friend than I have been ; and, divejf 
ing you of your aflumed Trappings, Hutnanu 
Benignity, &c. difplay you to the World, adorl 
ed with Epithets of a quite different Nature : f 
this, I fay, Ihould happen, you cannot reaftf 
ably blame me for being Minijler to Truth : Yl 
cannot accule me of Cruelty, in detecting t 
fecret Aims of Malice hatching againft n,i 
felf ; for it is a Duty I owe myfelf to wipe 
that Mud my Foes have befpatter'd me w 
and to convince the impartial Part of Mank 
that I am a Man more finned againft than Jinm 
And it is a Jullice done my Fellow Creature 
caution them againft the Snake in the Grafs* 
difcover the Wolf in Sheeps Cloathing, and 
ofi the Lion's Skin from the Back of the 
vvhereioever I find him thus impudently 
guifed. . 

I addreffed this profeffedly humane Man* 
the moft pathetic lerms my forlorn Cirf 
fiances could infpire : I reprefented in what i ! 
ner my Hopes had been blalted ; what Q 
nefs I had met with from the Phyficians in\ 
don, on whom I principally depended, asa 
diators for me with Perfons at the Helm 0/ 
vernrmnt-AfFairs. I oblerved at the fame f 
what a favourable Charader I had henrd 0/ 
with refped to frrKks of Generohty ; h/j 
fiduous he was faicito* be in doirg Goo 1 
how indefatigable in acquiring Means a* 
pacity to do more. With refpeft to the i 
remark d; that his Humanity (perhaps 
ver had a more proper Field to exert it 
than me : For 1 was a Man foriiiken by ' 
C 6 
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jrateful World, which inftead of cherifhing the 
irft Dawn of Merit, had abandoned an uncon- 
trovertible Benefactor to Society, and relinquifh'd 
im a Prey to all the Storms of Fate : I had 
een hunted from Place to Place by Catch-poles, 
erefc of every common Neceffary of Life j 
:ented by thole ftaunch Hounds out of every Cor- 
er, run down, and thrown into Prifon ; expo- 
d to every Viciflitude of Mifery, and incef- 
jntly harrafs'd with the deplorable Reflection 
friendiefs, hopelefs Wretched nefs. And with 
fpedl to the fecondj I gave him to know, that 
! was Matter of fome valuable Secrets in that 
i ;ience ; which, abftracted from his Beneficence, 
j >uld be a valuable Confideration for the Af- 
; ance I then wanted. I acquainted him I was 
olved to go over to Jamaica, provided he 
' ! uld indulge me in the Loan of Twenty Gnineas 
kfray the Expences of fitting out; that I 
aid carry on a Correipondence with him 
'•n that Ifland, remit him his Money as foon 
pofiible, and in the Courfe of my Practice 
e, (which I had reafon to believe would 
become exten five) would commu; icate any 
overy of Importance I fiiould make, by the 
: convenient Opportunities, 
/e difcourfed much on the prefent State of 
jfic, which gave me an Opportunity of 
ching out in praife of the Medicine which 
'i invented, (to which I affign all my Mis- 
*nes) and defcribing the uncommon Cures 
i perform'd with it, even in London ; with- 
"ommending it to his Pra&ice, by alluring 
it would effect Recoveries every whit as 
,ng as thofe I had heard of his Pill and 
'and never had any ill Effects. He feem'd 
Ifh my Difcourfe, and faid he would confi- 
\y Propofal. On this Occafion too he told 
Jow vain it was to confide in the Phyficians of 
|i being generally Perlons who Hudied 
'Purfes rather than the Conftkutions of 
^atients ; not fo follicitous in promoting 
ing tending to recover Health, as anxious 
3 Innovation be made to the Detriment of 
irling Practice, which tho' (perhaps) de- 
'e to Mankind, is yet fo beneficial to them j 
leir Countenance I enjoyed upon my firft 
\ was not owing to a Defire of encourag- 
but a bare Compliment to thole Perlons 
■fiction who had commended me to 

I vulgar foever thefe Invectives may be, 
everthelefs fatisfied of the Truth of them i 



and from what befides paffed between Mr. W -i 
and me, I began to conftder him in a quite dif- 
ferent Light from that in which I viewed him 
before. Inftead of |an illiterate <$uack, I now 
look'd upon him as a Man of Dilccrnment, well 
acquainted with Life and its various Character* 
and Occurrences : A Man who lupplied every 
Deficiency of Education with natur 1 Abilities, 
and in the room of Learning fubftituted JuJg- 
ment *nd Application. I regarded him as one 
who having experrene'd the B.ows of For une 
himfelf, had learnfd to fympathize with the un- 
happy ; and, like the Good Samaritan, would 
divide his Cloak with the needy Beggar who 
had icne. He arrayed himfelf in luch a fpeci- 
ous Shv w of Candour, and confeious Integrity, 
that I was rendy to recant every Thought I had 
harboured to his Prejudice, and adore the Man 
I had lately contemned. 

But if this Candour fhall forthwith bedemon- 
ftratt d, nothing elfe but Deceit ; and this ieem- 
ing Integrity, the Cloak of infernal Dejign : I 
fhall not blufh to acknowledge mvielt over- 
reach'd; but triumph in bringing malicious 
Cr?ft to Light. But to relume the Thread of 
my Subj-ct. 

He give me no pofitive Aflurances the firft 
Day of an Intention to ferve me, but appoi ted 
me to fee him the next j when, (as he faid) hav- 
ing confider'd my Requeft, he offer'd to advance 
me Ten Guineas, exclufive of any immediate 
Retaliation : But that providing I could pro- 
cure him any Quantity cf the Medicine I had 
invented, he would endeavour to gratify my 
whole Demand. I anfwered, that it was then 
out of my Power to ferve him with a great 
Quantity of it ; but what I could come by, which 
was four or five Pounds, he fhould immediately 
have, upon giving a fmall Sum of Money to- 
remove an O.ftacle which flood betwixt me >nd 
it. This he complied with, by giving me three 
Guinea?, and next Day I brought him the Me- 
dicine, with Directions how to adminifter it in 
all the various Difeafes where I had obferved its 
Efficacy. He exprefled a great, deal of Satis- 
faction, lamented that he had not feen me fome- 
time before, when I had about 70 Pound of it 
to difpofe of. I bi g Pardon for tiring the Rea- 
der with fuch trifling Incident?, which I cannot 
help mei t ooing, as they are eflential to illus- 
trate Cv ...alliances of greater Confequence, 
and may bf confidered as the fmall Wheels of 
a Machine, which examined by themfelves ap- 
pear, 
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pear to be of little Value, but when join'd with 
the reft, are found abfolutely neceffary to the 
Conititution of the whole. 

A few Days after I went again to W—d, with 
a View to reap the Benefit of his friendly 
Proffer of Ten Guineas ; but he gave me only 
Two: And I perceived he induftrioufly turn'd 
the Converfation on - nother Topic j for when I 
hewailed my Necefiry, he immediately flurr'd 
over that Theme, and expatiated on his own 
narrow Circumltances. " The World (fays he) 
" as it is never to be depended on in its other 
« Calcul >tions, fo it is egregioufly miftaken in 
" my Circumftances : Was I a Mm govern'd 
« by the fame fordid Principles wnich predomi- 
«< nate in the Generality of People, no doubt 
«« I have had it in my Power to, accumulate 
'* a confiderable Fortun. ; but my Profpetts 
" have been ftill much more difinterefted, my 
«« chief Aim. and Pleafure being tofooth the An- 
«« guifh of the needy Heart, to teach diftem- 
*' per'd Mifery to fmile, and to cure the Pangs 
" of the Mind as well as Body." 

1 now difcern'd whither all this Profufion of 
Sejf-c jmpliment tended. A ftvillow Artifice to 
get r»d of my prefent Importunity, and at the 
fame- time to infpire me with a grand Idea of his 
Excellence. But I knew the World too well to 
be impos'd upon by this pitiful trite Contri- 
vance, having long ago obferved that it is the 
common Cant of narrow Minds to plead Poverty 
to the Poor; and that he who difcovers fo 
much Deference for the firft Perfo.n, has feldom 
any reaJ Complaifance to fpan for th^ feennd 
and thirl. This ridiculous Behaviour occafion'd 
in> tormer Opinion of him to recur apace, and 
every Day henceforth convinced me more and 
more, that he had as little folid Wifdom in his 
Head, and Principle in his Heart, as I at firft. 
imagined. 

However, it was not my Intereft at that Time 
to be plain with him ; I forefaw that he was 
offuch a Texture as to yield me no more Mo- 
ney unlefs melted down by a very coftly Pro- 
cefs, and that e're he would advance me more 
Gold, I muft procure him more Root, and give 
him Knowledge of Difeafes, tho' he had at firft 
told me, that he would advance me Ten Guineas 
exclufive of any immediate Retaliation. There- 
fore. I found means to procure him about 15 
Pound more of this moft excellent Medicine ; 
and plainly feeing that Twenty Guineas would 
not anfwer my Charges of going to Jamaica, I 
wrote to him, defiring he would be fo good as 



to double the Sum, in which Cafe (would have 
the better Chance of having it foon remitted, 
fince the Praftice I promifed mylelf there, de- 
pended a good deal on the Appearance I mould 
make on my firft Landing, it being a lament- 
able Obfervation in that Place, as well as here, 
that a Phyfician's Intelle&uals are too often 
meafured by the Solemnity of his Perrivvig. But 
when I waited on him, I had the Mortification 
to find my Epiftle had made no manner of Im- 
preffion, but more likely furnfhed him with 
Time to invent an Excufe for a Refufal ; 
which was, that he had a confiderable Sum to 
pay away in a few Days, that would fweep 
him almolt quite clean of Cafh, and therefore 
hoped I would oe contented with Twenty Pounds, 
his Bufinefs being too precariou: to rely upon 
for prefent Support. In a Week after he 
gave me the Remainder of the Twenty Pounds, 
for which he rook my Promiffory Note payable 
in twelve Months. 

In this firft Tranfa&ion, it is to be obferved 
how, difintereftedly Mr. W—d ferved me in the. 
Loan of Twenty Pounds: He had from me. 
Twenty Pou^d of the Rattle Snake Rooty which 
is fold in London for Two Shillings an Ounce,, 
and which I do ffiim is the belt Medicine in 
the World : He had alio feveral powerful Pre* 
fcriptions for dangerous, acute and chronick 
Difeafes, which are,, to him, well worth ten 
Times his Loan, inltead of Intereft for it. 

Not being able to get abroad, I contra&ed 
a fu-ther Acquaintance with this Patron, which 
at laft was converte I into an Intimacy, he 
fupplying me with fmall Sums of Money from 
Time to Time, and I communicating to him. 
Knowledge in the Art of Phyfick; and fince 
I thereby enabled him to perform feveral re- 
markable Cures on Perfons of Diftinciion, 
which have acquired him great Reputation, 
I humbly conceive that he ought to pay me 
at leaft one Thoufand Pounds ; for, as I doubt 
not that he has got above that Sum by my 
Knowledge, it is to be reasonably inferred he 
will get feveral f'houfands. However, as his fl 
Affiftance was feafonable to me, I was con- 0 
tented he fhould make the beft of my Know-e'' 
ledge, for the general Good of Mankind ; f or 
tho' an ungrateful World, or Providence, htd 1 
pufh'd me from a proper Sphere to ad in my 
fe f,, yet it would have been unchrifthn, in- 
humane, and envious, to fuffer the Good to be [ 
loft which I defigned as a general one to the 
World, But it appears in the Sequel, that Mr. 
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W— d was not of my way 0 f thinking ; and, 
lefi 1 fhould be enabled to purfue my Views, 
fell on a Project of a dark. Nature to get me 
removed if pofiible ; for which he had two 
JReafon<. 

i. He did not all look upon it as his Tri- 
te re It to raife a Man in the World (tho* Gra- 
titude mig'^t chaUenge it) whom he knew fo 
well qualified to expofe his Ignorance, and 
bring his Behaviour into univerial Contempt, 
j whenever a proper Opportunity fhouid offer : 
Therefore, tho' he had often heard me lay, 
that I enjoyed perfect Health only in Britain, 
( where he knew I had a good Chance for Ad- 
vancement too, when clear of Debt, hedubo'd 
hit Diffimui.ition Bnvd to his Defign, and un- 
jder the Mafque of Friendlhip, advanced me 
jTwenty or Tnirty Guineas feveral Times, 
{ waen he had appirent G zounds to believe that 
3 I was under a Neceflity of going abroad : 
This he did to get me removed in fuch an un- 
jpromifing Character, that my publick Service 
.(hou'd not clafh with t ie following Scheme, 
[which was his fecond Real n. 
j 2. He had Hopes to induce the Legijlature of 
(Great Britain to giv him a targe Sum of Mo- 
„ney to uifcover the Compofition of his Pill md 
prop, for a general Good. But as mmy oftne 
'^ures he performs are by Secrets j ick'd f om 
j,ther Wen, that would be a mere tmpofuion. 
St is certain, however, he had no fmall Hopes 
tyf Carrying that Point, from the generous compan- 
ionate Difpofit'on of the Parliament towards the 
ublic, maniMf. in their Act in fivourof the Pub- 
lication ot Mrs. Stevens's Dijfolvent for the Stone'; 
ind in order to introduce hi Schenv, a Pam- 
j)hkt was printed and addreffed to 'Thomas Ca- 
jevo, Eiq; Member of Parliament, figned Phi- 
anthropos, which favours much of the btde of 
Ms B.ocr,er John W~-d. 

j But it was obvious to Mr. W—d, that if once 
3 he Rattle-Snake Root was well known, it muit 
je an enure Obftacie to this Projedt, being a 
; ,Ieaicine of infinite more Ufe to the World, 
L n his Pi// and Drop: Therefore, while F was 
L London, I remained a Thorn in his Side to 

* jre him, which led him into a wicked Em 
iaikation to put me out of the Way: He knew 

• was agiinlt tne Interelt of the Phyficians to 
,outttenance a Medicine fo powerful, fafe, and 
■jctenfively ulefui ; hfides, he was well aware, 

ut when the Inventor of this Benefit was gone, 
would foon be forgot, and the more readily, 
i I had given the Phyfi.cu.ns Offence by the 



Licence I had aflamec?, which tho* unfeafomble, 
was truly defigned for a generil Good. He 
therefore made his Effort to rum me, by brib- 
ing a Man from the mod binding fie of h>;.- 
man Nature, Gratitude^ as appears by the fol- 
lowing Account. 

Sometime in July 1741, «hen T was attend- 
ing my renowned Pupil at Whiteha/l, and giv- 
ing h<m fome Phyfical Inft.-uctions, one James 
Chrifiian, a Tayior in Hatton Garden came in, 
and interrupted my Le&ures with a very mourn- 
ful Account of his Wife's lllnefs, making bit- 
ter Complaints againtt the ufelefs Prefcnptions, 
aa<J lordly Fees of the Phyficians, nor did e 
lurget to throw out many Curfes upon the Ex- 
travagance of the Apothecaries Demands. 1 ho' 
the Account which he gave of his Wife's Cafe 
was indiftinct and corfufed, I could diicover it 
to be a Species of the Rheumatijm, and help'd 
him to make it more intelligible to my Dif- 
ciple. Mr. Chrifiian furpnzed to find me fo 
particularly acquainted with every Circumitance 
of his Wife's Diilenv er, and me ting me in a 
few Days at a Coffee- houfe in Fader's kenrs, 
told me, that if Mr. W—d did not fucceed m 
it, he would apply to me, from the Character 
he had alfo fiu.ee hear.) of me. I tu!d him 
there were fome paiticular Attachment which 
I had with Mr. W - d t tuat n.ndered me from 
engaging with any of bis Patients. But I knew 
the meek Difpoficion tf the Main, and the crofs 
Subbornefs of his Medicines then given, to de- 
fpair cf having her foon refigned to other 
Help. 

Next time I went to Whitehall, Come, fays 
Mr. W—d, (giving me one of his familiar Claps 
on the Shou der,) How wou'd you behave in 
fuch a difficult Cale, ingenious Doclor t as Mrs. 
Chrifiian ±? Right, Mr. W— d t rtpy'df, you 
are mil for htting alone, I find, iike Mahomet in 
the great Chair, without ever acknowledging 
the Dove perched upon your Shoulder, and whif- 
pering in your Ear whit you are to fay to the 
Multhude. No, no, good Friend, if I muff, be 
a Prompter to your Part, 1 fhall take care for 
the tuture to receive a Share of the Profits. I 
had no fooner deierted this Demi-God than the 
hnpoflor appeared j his Medicines failed him, and 
I w-hs called to try my Skill. In about 14 Days 
I recovered Mrs. Chrifiian of a Malady, fuch as 
1 am fure Nature had never before fo infli&ed, 
without the in iultrious AfTillance of a Partner. 

Soon after this, the Husband was feized with 
the Epidemic Fever which was io fatal to many ; 

but 
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but happening to be out of Town, his Wife 
had called only an Apothecary, till I mould re- 
turn ; for her late Experience had taught her, 
that the cheaper! Cure was always the beft. I 
will not take upon me to juftify this Maxim of 
the Woman's, tho' I may fafely fay there was 
no great OEconomy in her Conduft. At my 
Return to London, I found the Man in a very 
deplorable Condition, attended him two Days, 
and in one Day brought him to his Senfes and 
out of all Danger : In eight Days after, I had 
the Pleafure of feeing him walking the Streets, 
tho* his Friends had expe&ed nothing but to 
fee him ftrecched in his Coffin ; and he was fo 
elate with this Deliverance, that wherever he 
went it was his Care to blazon my Reputation. 

Having obferved him to be well acquainted 
with the World, and underftood the Turn of its 
Humours, as Mr. W— d did the Beat of its 
Pulfej and as it muft have been a Piece of very 
great Imprudence for me to negleft any Oppor- 
tunity, in my Situation^ of being recommended,

It was now about three Weeks after Marriage 
when I applied to my Wife's two Brothers, one 
an Attorney at Law, the other a Clergyman, for 
Help under this Situation of my Affairs. They 
both Ihewed all the Readinefs imaginable to join 
with me in any Security, to raife as much Mo- 
ney immediately as would make my Affairs eafy. 
Mr. Stevens who offered to advance 500/. in- 
ftead of waiting on Mr. Parrat the Attorney 
with Mr. Phelps of Lyon's Inn, (Attorney for Mr. 
Stevens) as had been agreed, to fee the Title of 
a Land Eftate, came, back'd with two Bailiffs,' 
and arretted me in the Kings Head Tavern, Hoi" 
bourn, for his Debt ; and the better to conceal 
the malicious Drift of the Defign hatch'd againft 
me, Cbrijiian was included in the Writ of Ar- 
reft, tho' I could eafily perceive by the alternate 
Whifperings, and cowardly pufillanimous Looks 
of the Wretches, it was done by previous Con- 
cert. It is beyond all Difpute that this Arreft 
was purely malicious, for a few Days before 
Mrs. Tennent begg'd of Mr. Stevens not to be 
uneafy about his Money, for he fhould have her 
Annuity of 50 Pounds in Security, till her Bro.

ceafed Father's Eftates. I could not help throw- 
ing out fome warm Expreflions in my Paffioi 
againft the hired Mercenaries of the Champion of 
Treachery, that Veteran in Iniquity, who, like a 
Ruffian Bear, gftml'd under a Covert, rapacious 
for my Blood, and prefently becomes vifible. 
Mr. Parrat came in a little time, and gave Mr. 
Stevens his Note of Hand, and took up mine.

He came in two or three Days 
and put his Taylor's Bill of 47 Pounds into my 
Hand, and I drew an Order on Mr. Parrat, 
payable in 16 Days after Date, without ma- 
king the leaft Objedion to the Extravagance of 
it. Mr. Parrat told him, as it was payable in 
iuch a fhort Time, he could not conveniently 
accept it, till he had firft feen me j but he would 
accept it immediately, provided he would give 
him Three Months to pay it in. Mr. Chrifiian 
skulk'd no longer in Ambulh, but leap'd from 
the Covert, threw off his Mask, charg'd me 
with Ingratitude, (for Guilt is always fure to 
fnatch the firft Word) and threaten'd, if the 
Note was not that Day accepted as drawn, to 
arreft me ; but to prevent that, Mr. Parrat com. 
plied with it. 

Mr. Parrat feeing how fcandaloufly I had 
been ufcd, very juftly upbraided me for having

Farthing I had; for it was their Practice, like 
the Cat in the Fabled to go from Neighbour 
to Neighbour, under the Guife of Friendship, to 
warn them of their Danger, but in fad to 
raife a Buftle and Noife, and, like the Pick- 
pocket, while they pretend to reconcile Diffe- 
rences, are robbing ?hem of their Money : That 
their calling one another Names in public, was 
nothing but meer Artifice to deceive the World.

I reprefented to Mr. Parrat, that if my Af- 
fairs continued in the prefent confufed Situation, 
I could not purfue my Bufinefs ; and that the 
Sufficiency of her Fortune to put me on a pro- 
per Footing in the World, and contequently to 
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make her happy, the Effcd of my Love, was* 
one Motive of my Marriage ; for it would have' 
demonftrated Want cf Affedion in me, to have ' 
married a Woman without a Fortune in my 
Circumftances ; that my Marriage had brought \ 
all my Debts againfl me, when before the Cafe f 
was not fo bad, few Creditors at laft thinking 1 
it worth their while to arreft me ; that before '• 
Marriage I had none to provide for but myfelf, ' 
but now I had a Family, which if it depended ' 
on my Capacity and Induftry for Support, muft 1 
ftarve, unlefs the prefent Obftacles were remov'd ' 
immediately. To thisReprefentation he was at- 
tentive, and told me had .procured 300 Pounds of 
one Sir John Tbotepfon, to clear him of his En- 
gagements to Mr. Stevens and Chrijlian, the v 
Remainder of which T fhould have, and defircd 
me to look out for 4 or 500 Pounds more, 
and he would join with me in the Security for ' 
the Loan. 'This Behaviour of Mr. Parrot's de- 
monftrated his Good-will for his Sifter, and I 
am well convinced that he would have exerted N 
himfelf to have got me extricated from my Dif* 
ficultie.% had he not been difcouraged by the Ef- 
feds of Chrijlian , % Wickednefs, who made it his 
Bufinefs to afperfe my Charader to every Body 
he knew I had any Concern with, and to per- 
fuade every Creditor to arreft me. Mrs. Chris- 
tian had recommended to- my Wife, before Mar- ' 
riage, a Mercer and Milliner, mentioo 8 ci in my 
Account of Debts ; but "after a ftiOrt Time Chrif- 
tian perfuaded the Milliner to have me arrefted 
one Night in the Street where I lodg'd, and 
had I not got my Friend Mr. Phil/is, a Wine- 
Merchant, to have paid the Mercer, I fhould 
have met with the fame Ufage from him. In 
fine, this Incendiary fo tradue'd my Charader, 
that Mr. Parrat, being a mere Stranger to me 
inclined to drop ail Endeavours for my Relief. 

I beg the good-natured Reader to indulge me 
a Moment or two, to fee if I can difcover the

When Mr. Chrifiian returned, I could eafily 
perceive, that the political Chymifl had been 
trying by Analytical Gold to convert the bafer 
Metal of Chrijlian\ Heart into Drofs ; for his 
Behaviour was very ftrange and untoward, and 
he told me, that Mr. W— -d wanted to borrow 
the like Sum himfelf, fo far from being able to 
lend it : So that from the Sequel, it is very 
plain my Sufpicions were not chimerical or 
groundlefs.

Wiio this perfi- 
dious Principal muft be, I leave the Facts as I 
have and fhall represent them to diltinguifh, not 
daring to be more plain in my Accufation ; be- 
caufe my Proof?, however preemptive, are not 
pregnant enough to warrant my Behaviour, 
fhould I point out his full Nime. 

Befet on all Sides with g'oomy Profpe&s of 
complicated Mifery, I laboured out a very irk- 
fome Exifience; and Mr. Pan at, inftead of al- 
leviating my Diftrefs, bent ail h is Thoughts to 
deliver his Sifter from that Ruin which he 
thought fo evidently impended over the Head of 
her unfortunate Husband : And one Evening 
defired me to fign a Deed of Settlement of my 
Wife's Annuity for 50 Pounds, obferving, that 
had he not imagin'd I would comply with this, 
from what I told him orce at his Chambers, 
he fhould not have raffed the Monry he had 
borrowed for me of S'.r John Thomp/bn. I ac- 
knowledged, that as my Wife had made no 
Provifion for herfelf before Marmge, it was 
juft fhe fhould experience the Effects of that 
Honour fhe had fo generoufly trufted : Never- 
theleff, fuch a Conceffion as he demanded, at 
this Juncture, before the reft of her Fortune 
was in my Poffeffion, would argue a Weaknefs,

he told me fuch an Annuity could not be bought 
for lefs than 700 Pounds, but that it would be 
impoffible for me at prefent to difpofe of it for 
more than 400 Pounds. This induced me to 
write to Mr. Hanger in the Country, enquiring 
what he would give to be cleared of the Incum- 
berance of this Annuity, which he paid in Con- 
formity to his Brother's Will.

To thele Remonflrances fhe replied in fuch 
Manner, as I imagined did not befpeak th.a 
cordial Affeclion which ought to be reciprc 
cal betwixt Man and Wife : Hence arofe littl 
Family Heats and Animofitie?, which never fai 
of poifoning the Delights of the married State 
and in the End eftrange the Hufband's In 
clinations from his own Home. However, 
check'd every Symptom of Difguft as they arofe 
and looked upon her as a fond Wom?n, waver 
ing betwixt the Dictates of Self-regard, fug 
gelled by a darling Brother, and the Motive; 
of Affeclion for an unhappy miiVeprefent.ee 
Husband, whofe Misfortunes, fhe feared, woulc 
be intailed on her.

of Doubt that W-d had brib'd Chrifiian tb tra- 
duce my Character, in order to difcourage her 
Brother from raifing me her Fortune, to give 
me a proper fetting out in the World.

After having waited the Accomplifhment of 
Mr. Parrat's Promife above a Month, who in 
that Time had fed me up with repeated Pro- 
mifes of Compliance, and told me in the Tem- 
ple- Exchange Coffee houfe that he would engage 
in perfonal Security for my Debts, if there 
was any Obftacle raifed in paying him the Mo- 
ney he was negociating for ; he at laft plainly 
told me one Sunday Evening at his Chambers, 
that he could engage in no perfonal Security with 
me, by reafon of a Vow he had made to avoid 
all fuch Embarkations.

What would you think, Mr. Stwem, if m 
100 Guineas for your Oath, that I mm WIS 
with Mr. W-d after a fpeelfy'd Tims ? 

Upon the whole it is evident, that Mr. W—d'i 
Views to obtain from the Government a large 
Sum of Money, and his Apprehenfion that I 
might bring his Pradlice in Phyfick, and Beha- 
viour into univerfal Contempt, induced him to 
win a Man from what Honeity and Virtue he 
might have had, and engage him in an Adt of 
black Ingratitude. 

T obferved, Page 21, that the Debts I owed, 
and Scarcity of Money, would not fafely allow 
me to appear to the Indi&ment; but now, by 
Mr. Parrot's Inveteracy in commencing againft 
me a Procefs of Outlawry, my Honour obliges 
me to furrender on i' / J 1 tmM * jfllffiTltll at 
the Old Bailey. As 4 Man's Indifcretions of 
Life muft be revived before that Tribunal of 
Juftice, from the Nature of the Circumftances 
alledged againft me ; that was another ftrong 
Argument with me to wave the Trial, in hopes 
that fome Incident might intervene to have the 
Affair accommodated. But I have too much 
Reafon to conclude, that there is a voluntary 
winking at plain Matters of FacT: in my Fa- 
vour, between Mr. Parrat and his Siller, my 
Wife. It will appear on the Particulars and 
Event of the Trial, who is the guilty Perfon. 



There have been fever al Interviews, Letters, and Tranfaclions, between Mr, W—d and mi fince 
this Difcovery againft him j all which Jhall be fully laid open on a proper Occafton, and which corrobo- 
rate my Proofs infiead 0/ weakening them. My way of chinking is fuch, that, on a due Conducl from 
him towards me in this Affair, I would have hid from the World his fault, and in a generous and 
truly Cbriftian Senfe forgiven him; but Nature will be Nature: He would be out of his Element to 
do bis Part as a Man of Honour in this Cafe. Had be been what he profeffes with fo much Of- 
tentation t he would have had nothing to do in fuch an Embarkation.
